SHOT AND KILLED IN CHURCH.|

[Crazy Man Shot and Killed One of |T\m White Men Victims of Reckless

the Collectors in u Fashionable
New York Church Sunday.

1 Dr. James Markoe, a well known
|surgeon, was shot and killed Sunday
while taking up the offering at the
morning Service in the fashionable
St. George's Protestant Episcopal
lchurch, 15th street and Stuyvesant
place, in the olq acistocratic district
of New York,, states a dispatch of the
18th from that city,

His assailant was captured after a
short chase by a group of parishon-
|ers. He gave his name as Thom-
las W. Shelley and later as
Thomas W. Simpkin. The police said
he told them he had escaped Thurs-
day from the Eastern State hospital
for the insane at Williamsburg, Va.

Dr. Markoe, a wealthy vestryman
of the church, was a friend and per
sonal physiciay to J. Pierpont Mor-
gan, also a parishioner there. He
was 56 years old.

The church was crowded with par-
ishioners, many of them representa-
tives of the wealthiest families in
New York, when the shooting took
place. Dr. Markoe was walking down
